It is evident to all that Robert H. Clark is one that has been greatly used 
of the Lord in the life of the Washington Bible College and truly chosen 
of the Lord. 

His interest in the teaching of the Word of God was recognized by the 
founders of the Bible Institute of Washington and he continued on the 
Board of Trustees of that school until the merger with the Washington 
Bible Institute in 1940, At that time he was elected to membership on 
the Board of the combined schools and has continued this responsibility 
for the intervening twenty years. 

In addition to his present membership on the Board of Trustees of 
the Washington Bible College, he is a member of the Board of Directors 
of the Gospel Mission; Secretary of the Washington Council of the Africa 
Inland Mission; an active member in both the Christian Business Men’s 
Committee and the Gideons International, and a member of the National 
Memorial Baptist Church. He has been a devout student and able teacher 
of the Word of God for a period of over fifty years. 

After forty-seven years with the John H. Wilkins Coffee Company, he 
retired in 1952,

College, was a faithful Prayer Steward, an 
officer in the Alumni Association and a mem¬ 
ber of the Women's Auxiliary. Her artistic 
ability was in evidence at many WBC functions 
where she supplied the decorations and 
unique programs. 

She was devoted to serving others. Her 
happy countenance and cheery voice were 
welcome to all who entered W. B. C. She won 
many friends for the College by her unselfish 
labor for Christ. She did all things well. 

But her goal was not here below. She 
revelled in the Joy of soon seeing Christ. By 
faith she lived with her face heavenward. 
Her testimony increased in effectiveness as 
her days were shortened and her life echoed 
the praises of the Saviour she loved.

TO THE CLASS OF 1960; 

As the end of the age approaches we are certain to 
witness an increasingly progressive movement away 
from the Biblical principles tnat'should govern service 
for our Lord Jesus Christ, Already modern buildings, 
modern equipment, modern methods, new approaches 
and specialized personnel have appeared glamorous. 
They are becoming dominant in the thinking of Chris¬ 
tian schools, churches and organizations that exist for 
the purpose of proclaiming the gospel. Endowments, 
fund raising campaigns, budgets, financial meetings, 
salary problems and financial issues are increasing. 
Competition, promotion, advertising, secular standards, 
conformity to the world, degrees, recognition are increas¬ 
ing the financial demands. 

Of course the danger does not lie in these things 
themselves and in most cases they seem legitimate. The 
danger exists in bcoming dependent upon material 
things to accomplish spiritual objectives. The pressure 
of these things is a very real present pit into which it 
is easy to fall. Temptation to divert God’s provision 
into material equipment to satisfy our pride may result 
in waste and want. 

God's methods do not change. It is still, “Not many 
wise men after the flesh, not many mighty, not many 
noble. But God hath chosen the foolish things of the 
world to confound the wise; and God hath chosen the 
weak things of the world to confound the things which 
are mightv, and base-despised-are nets, to bring to 
nought things that are: that no flesh should glory in 
His presence” 1 Cor. 1:26-29. “For the weapons of 
our warfare are not carnal, but mighty through God to 
the pulling down of strong holds." 2 Cor. 10:4, 

Unless modern things can fit into the above they but 
exalt pride and the flesh. What are our weapons? 
First, the Word of God, not reason or human learning. 
Are we committed to the Sword of the Spirit? There is 
no substitute. Remember the words of our Saviour, 
“The flesh profiteth nothing." When the testings come, 
never be found running to the world and the flesh for 
help. Let us not substitute a committee meeting for a 
praver meeting. Though every visible source of help 
vanish God is no weaker, nor impoverished. He is able 
to do exceedingly abundantly above all you ask or think. 
Faith is the victory.
